• the standing weights Rnd measurt's of the State of loW'a, 
and shall so kllep paid weight!! and me:lsures as to prt'scrl"e 
them from injury, and place and ket'p them in good work· 
inA' order; and for said fervice the said keeper of \\"f.igbts 
and measures shall reC'eive for his services fifty dollars per 
annum, to be auditt'd and paid out ot" any money in the 
treasury, not otherwise appropriated.
